2.0 CALUOPE: Purpo^ and Approach 

The underlying puipose of Prefect CALLIOPE is to a:ihance fcneign-Ianguage (EL) te^hing in 
Illinois jmmaiy andsecondaiy schools. The specif ap{Koach is to eiKmrage and facilitate Ae 
use of computer tK^noIt^ by FL teachm, who as a group have been left out of tte computer 
revolutifa m Pducafion. 

Theobst^testodieoseof FLCAIcanbefonnidable. The fim jsoblon is access to c(»nputers, 
which are often in ditat supfdy; diose that do exist be reserved fa* ^hers of mad^maiics, 
scKiKS, cs ammxtM cmases. Moi^y for ctmsewse is haid «o acquire, especially giv«i the 
cunisnt hadest crisis in ediK^km, since k is latt an expanse fot whkh fuads have cusKxmadly 
bsm budgeted. R^i^sd»Iy, nitK;h of tt» m^am itself fk^ FL leadhii^ m mute in i^ga and 
badly executed. Mcieover, ti» lack of a cemral deanng-house fm cot^waie inteiaticm makes 
itd^i^t 10 evskiaie sofitwate. The quali^ the availd}Ie cxmsewsete nag^ lead tt»dl^ to 
warn to ^lerate didr own <»-line lesscms, we.e it nc^ ior two bige in^»dnients: the fact t!»t 
few (tf the audusing systems availabte fadlitsue or even idlow fw FL materials issd die ^act diat 
few FL te«:hm have any training at all in CAI or even experteiK^ in c(»nputer-use in gaieral. 
The situatkn is exacett^ted by die attitudes of school admmistratos who, perceiving no 
(xmex^tm betweon comimters atd it^^n laiigu^s, often exclude FL te^:hen fo>m ite 
planning process where oomimteis are concerned. In some cases, even when the computers and 
coursaxrse exist, scbsMiuling c(Hisi(terations limit dieir availability. 

calliope's mission has been to corns to the aid of FL teacheis in the fxe of these obstacles, 
through inseavKe edncatifm, in&Hmat&» dissemination. c»}multing, and evm sdftwaie 
(tevelopmmt ^oit whkh has ^w&i to be specially t^meflcial h» hem ihs estabUshn»nt 
of a consi^terable cdtectuHi of FL softwaie fosc micn^nqHitm, spanning a variety of lai^uag^, 
types of con^ters, amS teachii^ sq}{»o%:bes.

4.0 Inservice Education 

CAUiOPE's apsnoach to in^vice educatiiMi has taken three distinct fonns: short vwMkshops, 
intensive sununo- «nstittt^ and an int»ifi$hip im^r^ 



4.1 Workshops 

During its three ye»s of existrace, CALUDPE has offeed some 26 woifehops on FL CAI and 
idatedtopijs such as international television and video lechnotogy. V»ying in length from a fe«r 
hours so a few days, th^ wodcshops have inchided, wh^ possible, iralivisbal hands-oi activities 
using CALLIOPE'S courseware lihrwy with hardware avaikble at ti» site and/<» provkled by 
CAIUOPE. Many workslM^ have been spansoted by s^iool districts cjt IkUv^sI schools 
(oflenas part of an insovk^ dsy); odiefs have bera 8poas(»ed by a tegkaKd Edu(ational Service 
Qnter. W(8&sh(^ have also beat held various confam»s and piofessioaal naeeti^ Most 
wcK&shc^ address anumber of t^M subjects; tte foltowing list is illustraiive <tf some the 
kinds of I0f»cs included: coniniiadalMftwareavaUabte,evalaatk»ofH-scrfhv»e.«^ 
aKi leedback, FL wad jKocessu^ on-lane recoRl-keq^iag, intar»^ve audio, inter%tive vidso, 
authoring systems, and speech synthesis and recogcititm. An important (ami difficult) topic is the 
intention of CAI into a classrrom routme. 

Practically speaking, wcskshops like tl»se can <Mily serve to introduce new concepts to tsscheis 
and to expose them to son» of tte currenfiy available matsials. Most mcbm need a mac 
intensive introductkm to CAI {such as that offeed in the sunm»r institutes) in order to integrate 
CAI into their leacUng in a meaningfiU way. However, for many te»:hejs the woikshq» did 
represoit their first introduction to computm. By jaoviding this first step, the wxukshops have 
s^ed an imponam and use^ fuiK:ticui.

Institute participants earned graduate 
cmiit and m^tved a stiptad, ificluding living exf^ses. while dividing their time between 
instruaicii centered on iostnictioaa! design and im:%ranuning. 

The moniing sessions covered design and pedagogical issues. CALLIOPE'S software holdings 
were used £p»iu^y to help {mtk^mts to t«co«^ familiar with avaSable courseware.

Institute pmicipants as a group displayed a gim ds^ of enthusiasm smk creativity. Jutting from 
dieir an(»)mrKRis cTaluaticHis, they fcHind mstitutes to be <km»iding but s^fying. Some of 
their comments have been captured in a brfef (kicun^Oury video entitled CALLIOPE 1987; it was 
tapol (biring the 1^7 summ^ institute and can be borrowed or jHuchased from die Lai^oage 
Learning Laboratory.

It bad been expected diat as all FL ies:has became more familiar widi die existence of CAI and 
9.1 laiger numl^ fr. m among their ranks gained facility in computer use. this con^xment of die 
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CAIXIOPE mission would expaisi and ti» use $bm vmksi^ps would deci«a% (sr become 
mt»e specialized. As k happ&sd, CALLI€H*E funding expired before a large number of potential 
intem^p candidates evolved. However, fiie quality of the projects developed with swRxm from 
the imentshijKS is very satisfying, ARsmdis D contains daa on tiK interns and tf» jc pt]gects.

CAIXJOFE st^ n»»nl>m i^mvdi that dissemiimtion of infcsmation and shjuing of iesc»i/ces 
was impeded by the lack oi m Cfganlzation un^n^a feer ^hicatiss ineerested in FL CAI. As a 
fiist step lowasds «Jdressng this poblcm. die LLL organized the Romdtabte Cot^erence on 
Eesemrces tmd JmunmUma in Foreign Language ^bxation in May to ^blisb c(Mtact 
among pc^^ttiallyiitterestedleafto in GdttCitM» in Illinois. !n atklition to die HUnois State Bo^ 
of Educ^km ami die miiiois Foreign Lasgui^e Tesdm Associatirai, most erf minds eighteen 
legicMial Bjw»ticH»S Sendee Geoteis scstt v^aej^mtatives. Ttne^! latter osgaiuzatkas, asaisd as 
^ucatkmal resource cedars, do aoimppost FL ifstructicm as part <rf dieir coitral missi(»i. but in 
some cases they do umkrtake m cooperate in initiatives supporting FL iistrxitairai. Among the 
other ctrnfea^ice participants. soiiK d^srocsn FL teachers w«e incU«ted to ensure that die 
I»oceedit^ would address their pesnc^ved needs. The axiference prov»3ed a fttfura for 
discussing many issues of nnitual intsest mA paved the way for furthw coi^Kn^ve efforts among 
ttw institutions and ^oicies represented.

6M Critical Anal j^is of the Project and Future Dlreciioi^ 

It is questicmable whetl^ sh<»t wostshops me an ^dont use of tin® ai«l r^urces. Since they 
were in many cases FL teatos' first exposure to CAI, tbey undoubtedly perfiramed a useful 
function. However, many kinds of teclmical infcamaticHi cannm be pres^ted effectively in die 
fom^of a shoot wcwkshqp. M^eovo^. to om^suipnse we tmnd thitt a vey small imn[U)er (rfour 
sunuiMS^ instihtte participants had ev» ^^si^ one our workshops; irwsE hack btxon& famili^ 
widi CALIJOPE through mass mailings. Thus, the vahte of short woriishcps as a "recruiting" tool 
must be seriously dcHiteed in diis cast. 

With CALLIOPE in d^ b^Ii^ground, d» need fw a staewMie organization for teadOTS imerrated 
in FL CAI t^xmaes even mse Kute. Such an Ofganization would represssit an efficient n«;ans of 
diss€»ninating inf(H:mation and stimulattLg emhusiami. Such an (urganization might b& evolved 
from an interest group widun die Illinois Cbmpudng Edurators or from widiin one trf die state 
organizaacsis of FL teachers~the long-esiablislrd Dlinois Foreign Language Teacters 
Association! or the newly fomied Illinois Council on die Te^hing of Foreign Languages, 

Above all, it is impwtant to lenKmber diat communication should be bi-direcrional. The 
CALLIOPE staff has kan»d much firom its cemiacts with Illim)is teachers; diese cont»;ts have 
influenced many decisions regarding LLL research and (tevelopment proj^its. In order to provide 
effective outreach to state FL teachers, LLL staff members take seriously tfa*;ir need to be leaders, 
to be familiar widi the latest develoimKnts in ieduiDl(^ical approxtes to FL teaching, so that 
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ihey can provide creative, curigina! insights; but outre^h efforts will only be successful when 
IHOgrams SKictes & need that is peicdved by te^hcs^ in the field. 

More seriously, ii is likely tirat CAiXIOPE's «Kiginal plan of providing techmcal expertise to 
teachas as an isolated commodity is serkwsly effective- In order to use computer-based 
instntction with aiy im^ability of success, a nund^ of c(»iditions must be satis5ed: 

1 Time naisl fmetMsre supi^m: Computer hardware must be piesem, the teacher and 
students must have sui!icie»s ^xess to lism ^prc^ times. 

2. thsssi nnsst be administrative suf^orf, Teachexs roust retxive released time far 
organizing and administeting computer-based Ktivities, particularly m schools (the 
m^^ty ae iKi pm(mnel dedicated to tte^ scms of K:hedttl^ 
supervise^ tasks. If released time is possible, teachm at least need to fed that the 
adnimistrati<» ctsisulers die sigoificmt and wthwhile, and is appreciaiive of 
ti« efFiwt involved — m slm, sonte mx^tion ost reward must jMovi^d, ewn if 
purely symbol c 

3. Thee must be sx^tmtre suppoti: Btim the scbcK)! naiss have a software lifeary, (x a 
budget to allow te^hm lo purchase the software that diey fmd useful for their teaching. 

4. There naist be /leerjr^ppon: Implemeiitii^ coni$mter-based fcueign language instruction 
is a long-tumn, time-int^ve, and technically demaiding uncknaking. It is difficult to 
IceepgoinK with diis kit^i t^ Ktivity unl^ dKis are ctfl^ petite an^uHl to ccnsult 
(me's saobtems as^ plans, g^^ase oidiusiasm, sustaui mcHivatioa, give suppcHt. and 
generally i»ovixk a coqperative (x>mmund enviixHmtent ft is a rare fmon w1k> cm 
sustain an ^tivity in tl^ fa^ of the iiuiiS^erence hostility (tf his or her p&ers. 

5. There must be lec/uucof 5i^3^rr. Tei«here must be? ainedabait the basics of computer 
and courseware i)echiK>k^y„ leam some programming, and becon» 
knowledgable about how to integrate CAI with other coirsework. 

Unless most (s^ all of tiiese (ximiitions are {sesent, suc<»ss simply isn't possible. 

CAL' JOPE was originally conceived to provide only (S) - technical support - while leaving all 
tbe(Xher(^nditioi» toti^csrec^themsdves. It bec»ne iiR:rei^t)gly d>vkNis to us thffi diis was 
singly not a realistic ^spfo^h. Many teachers ouoU^ in (m CALUOPE summer instimte 
became enthusiastic abcmt die possibilities srf (xmpsters fcx lai^uage tei^ng. Often they were 
c^a to (tevek^ their own oiiff^w^ and curricula. Back in own schools, tlmse teaci^ns 
generally did not (ca- could not) sustain thear interest because the suf^xHting context wjs not 
present In particular, perhaps due tt> the ongoing budget problems of Illinois education, the 
mcmey to purchase even minimal anKmnts of courseware was rtten Ixking. Indeed, to put tin» 
and effort into acquiring expertise v/hich cannra used may be more frustrating and dissatisfying 
than not xquiring it at alL 

This has led us to believe that an outreadi program like CALLIOPE must take into account the 
teacfer's entire context and must work to oeate as much suppon tomext as possible. Of course a 
prc^ram like CALLIOPE cm do only a limited amount It can. howev-ar, & some things, which 
axe emlHxli^ in this revised nuxtel f<x the Institute cor'por.ent: 
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1. Make a siraU amouni of mcstty (say $20O-30C> available to eoch workshop participant 
fw the puidiase of cour^ffie.

The nature of the 
use v.-ouM be specified in tb& form of a written pro^t plan develc^d during the course 
of tte Institute m part of i!w Imtitnte's <msst wrafc The mient is to get CAI out of the 
Institute dasrroom and into the teacher's sdiQoL

Institute personnel would ctmdact on-$ite visits to see how the plan is func4k>ning in 
2ctj<xi. Hie intuit df d» foltow up is to do "police i£tic»"» Imt to give t»:hnic:J help 
and a soise th^ sometsKi cases abcMtt wlm is going on with i^ojecL 

5. Create a sense of community ami esprit de corps among Institute paxticipdnts by holding 
two nmings ^xmg ti@ fm^ea i^rkxt - ok at mid-course and om near the - 
whoce paiticiimits can talk wiA os« aiK^ier about a>mmc»i i^icAlems. The final session 
(pahaps part of a larger affair such as a satewide xoundtable conference) should involve 
some fairly formal prestation of eish teacher's project: problems, solutions, lesscas 
learned, evaluatitm, and cofichKk>m. Tl« intent is to create a social context to sustain 
inier^t and enthusiasm, to mitig^ the te^ef 's feeling of woiting in isolation, ^ 
well as lendmg the proj^t woi& die prestige which comes with pKsentation to the larger 
public. 

We were in the !»ocess of develt^ing this ntottel at tlw tins ib& project's funding was cancelled. 
We belbve thjtf this 8i^»oich would make the prqj«a significaitly more effective, and we will 
omtinue to seek the funding which wouki allow us to implen^nt it

Oiui major provisimi of tte refimn k^iidatica was to reqime the Sv^ Bo^ to evduate scinxiling 
on the basis of le»nii^ cmtcomes rather than time task. To this end, the Board has 
dissenunated goals and objective in e^ of ^ six curricular areas, to be used in evaluaung 
instmctitml pR^ians in local distrkts » the end {£ thud, sixth, and tenth grades.

Mr. Gfiffitfa reviewed the i»oblems relating the percei^ons of FLteadieisrega^ lackof 
awareness and ambience, "tuiT issues, sdtwme percei^ as in^iequa&e, etc. A immary cause 
of t^her dissatisfacti(m is uioeasfm^e exi^ctaticais: some te^!^ seem to expect ^ be able to 
"plug tkar stuctents into du: machine" and leave tl^m m their own. We migiu remedy the 
pxG^lm of umeasoaabte t^icher expectation by a cosibinmion of two approves: educating 
teachers so that their expes^atioiss regarding CAI are more i^sasonsble, and efx:ouK^ing 
canmadal dbvekqwrs to Tpst^nce software that ccsrespomb mse ck^ly to teachers' 
expm^cms.

C. C. Cheng 
refiarcd her to a descriptive document included in the conference packet Rolmt Harl n«nUoned 
that about twoity teachers ^teiKled two 4-we^ sessions. Anonymous evaluations done by the 
partk;q>ants were famable, and tte st^fif w» pteased with d» quality of die p^tidi^ms as w&U. 
C. C. Cheng expand«i vpoa die matoiai <»ntdined in die dooiment in die OMrference pm^ket by 
describing son^wh;^ the selecti(m i»o(^s. This yea: vkfe sdectai twenty candkiat^ frcan amc»ig 
iwariy thirty ^[q>licams. Applkan^ aie required to submit a Curricidum Vitae^ a proposal f«M- a 
pwjgxt, ai»l anemk)rsementfrom a sc^kxA administratt^r. 

C. C. Che»g asksd the group whether fliey felt tlB eiKbrsen^nt by a sch(x>I aiministraior was 
wartfiwhite. Fteul Griffith diought that it w» worthwhile if mly in that it kept die adminisfrator 
aw^ If CALU(^ could glean any u^fiil information from it, so much die better. 

Sharon PQcuI said diat d» CALUOI^ Summer Institute brochure failed to make som^: details 
dear. Was casoUi^t limited to tha twenty schdaiship recipioits? There was no price Usied on 
tte brochune. Ms. Fikul sugge^ that some t^:h<»s might willii^ to pay K> attend die 
Insdtute if not sdectwi m a scholar^p xeciptent C. C Cheng said dial tw^ty participants was 
just about die limit of die safPs ability to provide high-quality, personalized instraction. 
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SbsroB Pfksl said si» now oraterstKxi pks was i^t^ bec»i^ tteie was no cose to those 
accQ«sd; however, this faca was iffltcle»fiomJte!wx;hnre^ Perhi^ it could be revised for next 
year. h/^. Hhil raised dMS pc^bilhy of spcmsodng anodKsr (pediaps s&^stear) ^ssion for which 
pMtkripants wcmid be erpeoted to f^. Dkk Iannis stated ^at there were many precedous for 
suchacmir^ K<4^ raised d»possibiUty(^ holding ^uc^ a (xwarse in die siunn^ 
the school year in one of the ESC legicms. Paul Griffidi assured him diat ai^priaie sites do 
exist. Deal Larson complied, mi i^ovided, by way of examiile, a listing of (»niputer equipnv^nt 
available in libertyville. 

Mark Myers said (bXL xnmy of ifaeESCs would i»x}bably be interested in l«Iping to facUitate a 
r^kmil institute CB* course. Paul Grifnth^ked if there would be en(High interest on U^^achei^' 
part. Shanm P&ni said the ESGs could create tte inteiest She recaUed that earlier elementary 
FL {sograi^s imi d»d becau% ctf lads: oi iirterest, !^ of suf^iort, and lack of §ck^ maurials. 
With pioper suppcKt from the Stale Bomt of Educati<» and the legislature in Springfield, the 
outCfHoe cooid be veiy diffoent Marls Mym remadced that "schci^hip" ftmds ate hanler to 
find fix '*noc-mandated" programs liice FL; he asked if fiee aci^temic credit could be used as m 
entk:emmt C C. Cheng said he dioyght free credit wc»ild be no pfobi^ but Dick Dennis 
leixsted that the University seems less willing to acomi free credit than i»ev^^ itwouldhave 
so be negotiated widi ths adminisiiatioa. (Credit can be offered e^ily ^ courses that charge 
e^uramural tuiti<»i, a rate about half d% ccm a couTK c^fered on campus.) 

Paul Griffith said tbat those who want^ to know nuHe ^jout State Board of Education ;^viiic» 
could read the policy studies. ShanmPikiilw<Bidered aloud how masyt^ the ESC directors read 
ttem. 

Deao Larson ^tcouraged everycme to home and stinmiate a lot ctf interest so that a whole 
sequent^ of ccwrses oxild be dsv^ap^ Loabe Basset! suggest^ d» Bpsm^i- Andean Unk-up 
as a gCKKl way to create sxmet mw mtemt; ^ ssfc^Paul GrUnth how die te^lmological details 
would wmfc. He said th« wheat saw tl» intraest, he wmdd arrange n^etings widi the proper 
people. Ms. Bassett said that the xitterest would cbfiniteiy be there. 

Kay Hicks ext»ided an invitatk» to d» State Board Conference at Sangamon State. She 
exftsssed i^jproval of tte cmce^ ami executtmi of tt» day's nmiKit^Ie ccmfcafent^ and su^es^ 
that another one should be held at some future time. C. C. Cheng asked if the fall would be a 
good tinffi. Sam Ritchie sugg^ted that such a coifereoce might be held in coojumion with soutt 
odiei meeting v/heaxt mm of tl» panidpaits would ahefdy be expected to t» in soteodance, f<x 
instance the next ICE me«mg, in Oclob» at the Math and Science Ac^my. 

Chrteta Gmia said iwat year's ccsiventiani of tihie IFLTA, now fifty-nim: years cdd, will be held 
in Peoria, October 29-31, 1^. 

She made dspcdnt tl»tit wasnot ^»ssarilygood to lump bilingual and ESL programs widi FL 
in policy studies and iegislatitni. These s emKigh coniiasiflss of bilingual with FL in she public's 
miiai already widiout our contributing fimter to it. FL education in Illinois has a loi^ and 
respectable tr^tum oS is own. 

Cathy Gunn su^ested diat mdlings be soit not only tt> directtas of ESC^ (ct ^dministnucNrs), on 
the assumptton that diey will circulate them, but aiso the technol(^ specialists (or interested 
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teachsxs) dually. D&m Larsoia sgreed; it is aiso tmporm fcs sup^in^iitents to receive 
imiiii^ » that ttey can kee^ infcamed.
